REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or suggest 
a radio frequency (RF) coil an-ay assembled for use in a magnetic resonance imaging 
(MRI) system, including a plurality of corresponding RF amplifiers each coupled to a 
conresponding coil and generating controlled currents In the coils, the currents each 
being controlled by an RF pulse waveform designed along the gradient waveform, the 
waveform being designed to effect shorter time-span excitation k-space traversing by 
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means of reducing excitation l<-space sampling density, in combination with the 
renoaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 8 and 1 1-14 are allowed, as the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest a method for magnetic resonance imaging (MRI) with multiple transmit colls, 
including controlling respective currents in the multiple transmit coils to define and steer 
an excitation of a selected portion of the subject, wherein the respective currents are 
each controlled by an RF pulse waveform designed to effect shorter time-span 
excitation k-space traversing by means of reducing excitation k-space sampling, in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
